GKEEXOCK, Scotland, July 3.—A great 


surprise was given the friends and admir- 
ers of the new cup challenger, Valkyrie 
III, here today. The regatta of Mudliook 
Yacht club was sailed today on the Clyde 
over a 50-mile course in a rattling north- 


i west wind, with the result that the new 


boat came out of the race beaten by both 
the Brittannia and Ailsa. 


It was a splendid chance of testing the 


big boats comparative abilities, and the 
Valkyrie is not a great boat in a stiff 
| breeze, at least. The Brittannia took the 
lead from the start and stood up grand- 
ly before the strong wind. The Val- 
kyrie on the 
other hand 
showed 


some very poor points. Her tenderness 
was a matter of general wonder and com- 
ment. She showed more of her biige 
than could be consistent with speed, prac- 
tically sailing on her uppers at times. 


When the wind became light the Val- 


kyrie showed to good advantage, rushing 
forward and threatening to overhaul the 
boats. But the heavier gusts bore her far 
over, and she would lose constantly in the 
stiff breeze. 


The race was evenly contested through- 


out. The Brittannia, 3 minutes S seconds 
ahead of Valkyrie and 1 minute 10 seconds 
ahead of Ailsa. By time allowance the 
Brittannia won by several 
additional 


minutes.

Committees Appointed to Act in Matters 


Concerning the Cemeteries and Sol- 


diers' Monument. Two Important 


Letters That Were Read. 


The board of trade held a very pleasant

These matters were mainly 
the care of the new cemetery and the re- 
moval of the soldiers' monument and 
proper care of its sits.- It was considered 
best to hold a short business session and, 
when the evening had so far advanced as 
to give reason to believe that the attend- 
ance would not be increased much more, 
the social features were abandoned for a 
few minutes. 


President Wilkinson, who presided at 


the short session, said he felt very sorry 
indeed to interupt the social hour, but the 
interruption was necessary inasmuch as 
there would not be another meeting until 
August when Bev. F. H. Rowley of Oak 
Park, 111., would read a paper on "Muni- 
cipal Government." One of the first acts 
of the board this year, he explained, was 
to see what could be done in regard to 
having improvements made at the depot. 
He outlined the work of the special com- 
mittee appointed to act in the matter and 
spoke of the favorable reception given it 
and its suggestions by the railroad men. 
A recent letter from Colonel Bracewell to 
the Fitchburg people was given the reply 
which follows:

He said he realized that there was 
a diversion of sentiment in regard to re- 
moving the monument. He seemed to 
think that the removal of the monument 
would be considered by some an ungrate- 
ful thing to do. He hoped a more fitting 
monument would soon be erected. Mr. 
Wright's motion was put and carried, and 
W. A. Gallup, C. H. Cutting and Timothy 
Collins were chosen a committee in com- 
pliance with it. 


In regard to the expenditure of the 


money appropriated for cemetery pur- 
poses, W. G. Cady said he thought it 
would be a good thing to have a commit- 
tee of three appointed by the chair to 
confer with the selectmen. He made a 
motion to that effect and it was carried. 
W. G. Cady, James Hunter and Col. A. 
Porter were chosen the committee.

HALL ON PATRIOTISM. 


His Love of Country Is Taught in the

Last Sunday evening in the Pleasant 


Street Congregational church of Arling- 
ton a union patriotic service was held. 
Isaac Freeman Hall, superintendent elect 
of our public schools, was the first 
speaker. His subject was "Patriotism in 
Education," and the Boston Herald of 
Monday has this abstract of his talk: 


Patriotism is defined as love of father- 
land.

Patriotism is best taught by contact and 
environment. The school is a miniature 
republic, and in its actual results develops 
the essence of patriotism. The public 
school system is an object lesson in patri- 
otism. By its association and environ- 
ment the public school is teaching patri- 
otism as directly as it is possible to teach 
it. The children are taught in literature 
and music. The use of literature is to 
make the young think upon lines laid 
down by some great thinker. The great 
thoughts of statesmen and patriots nur- 
ture the young to a higher passion of love 
of country. Music and song have also 
place, and ii: every way the highest ideals 
are inculc/.tcd. 
We are living io one of the best ages 
the world ever knew; we are living in one 
of the best countries the sun shines upon, 
and our children should be taught the 
most passionate love for our country and 
its institutions,"

He woro 
u white silk handkerchief as a mask, blue 
overalls and a jumper. Ho had a large 
tug slung over his shoulder, and carried a 
common gripsack in his hand. The engine 
was so badly disabled that it took three 
hours to reach Riddle.-., four miles distant. 


B. F. Smith, agent of the Phoenix In- 


surance company of Hartford, with two 
friends, were in the Pullman smoking 
room when they heard the first bomb. 
They looked out the window, and were 
told by the robbers to pull their heads in- 
side, whereupon they piled over each other 
in the middle ot the room to get away 
from shots. 


The robber* laughed and talked with tho 


passengers while taking their valuables.
